and was unwilling to make any fuss about 
the refusal to grant passports to Stock- 
holm. Finally; we must rememberalways— 
it is the most ¢urious feature of the whole 
muddie—that the invitation which the Con- 
ference has accepted is not the invitation 
that has been extended to it by the Rus- 
sian Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ 
Delegates and by the Dutch-Scandinavian 
Committee. The invitation was to a Con- 
ference with mandatory powers; British 
Labour has pledged itself to attend no In- 
ternational Conference of which the func- 
tions are not strictly consultative. In 
other words, it recognises that peace can 
only be made on terms dictated by the 
Allied Governments. To that important 
extent Germany's most insidious peace plot 
is already a failure. 

There are three dominant facts. In 
the first place, British Labour is com- 
mitted—doubtfally, by an insignificant 
majority, and largely as the outcome of 
a chapter of accidents—to participation 
in the Stockholm Conference. In the next 
place, however it may seek to safeguard 
that participation, the result certainly 
must be unfortunate. The Allied Govern- 
ments are hostile to the Conference, Ger- 
many alone desires it eagerly because she 
believes that the presence of British and 
French delegates at Stockholm would dis- 
hearten the Allied democracies and could 
be made a fruitful source of misrepresen- 
tation and intrigue. The danger is in- 
creased by the fact that, under the consti- 
tution of the Conference, the various 
societies of extremists and “ pacificists '— 
Socialists, Independent Laboiir men, and 
Fabians—would be represented in the 
British delegation in numbers out of all 
proportion to their real strength and im- 
portance, In the third place, the main 
bedy ot British Labour is thoroughly loyal 
to the cause of the Allied Governments. 
This is proved’ by the speeches yesterday of 
such captains of Labour as Mr. Henderson 
and Mr. Thorne, and by the memorandum 
of the party s peace aims which has been 
prepared by its executive. In that 
memorandum the Labour Party demands 


the evacuation of Belgium and Serbia, the 
return of Alsace and Lorraine, 
Poland, to their rightful owners, and the 
“ complete democratisation “ of the Central 
Powers—terms which Germany will not 
accept until she is beaten to her knees. 
It is manifest that the British Govern- 
ment and British Labour are virtually ad 
idem in their war aims, yet the strange— 
the almost absurd—fact remains that the 
Labour Party finds itself committed to an 
adventure which must rather injure than 
promote those aims, and is most earnestly 
deprecated by the British Government. We |

if Labour keeps its head and the Govern- | 
ment is sufftiently tactful, the difficulty

the available supplies of peat. The 
Empire Resources Committee is doing 
much in a wider field to bring to light 
many untapped sources of commerce 
and industry. News to hand from 
Ceylon reveals an interesting phase of the 
work of the Imperial Institute. For many 
years the manufacture of incandescent gas 
mantles has been virtually a German 
monopoly. The German Thorium Syndi- 
cate controlled the monazite deposits in 
Brazil, which were the only commercial 
source of supply of thoria, one of the 
essentials of the gas mantle industry. A 
discovery of rich monazite deposits at 
Travancore, in India, some years ago, 
broke the Brazilian monopoly, whereupon 
the German syndicate actually succeeded 
in obtaining control of the Indian de 
posits, and exercised that control till the 
cutbreak of the war, when, of course, it 
came to an end. As proof of the value of 
the industry which the Germans had thus 
been exploiting it is sufficient to mention 
that thorianite, the richest known source 
of thoria, has been sold in England at a 
rate of £1,600 per ton. The Mineral 
Survey now being condutgd in Ceylon has 
led to the discovery of beach deposits of 
monazite sand which will supplement the 
commercial supplies of thoria. The results 
of investigation by the Imperial Institute 
are so promising that the Government of 
Ceylon is mpking arrangements for the 
working of these deposits in the near 
future.

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British Labour and Stockholm. 


Yesterday the Conference of the British 
Labour Party confirmed its resolution to 
be represented at Stockholm. Neverthe- 
less, the party’s attitude has been deeply 
modified since that resolution was adopted 
less than a fortnight ago. Then, under 
the influence of Mr. Henderson's mislead- 
ing words and action, the Conference de- 
cided in favour of Stockholm by the large 
majority of 1,296,000 votes. Yesterday the 
majority was reduced to a bare margin of 
3,000 on a total poll of 2,465,000 votes. 
British Labour is thoroughly patriotic at 
heart, and the Prime Minister's explana- 
tion, together with the Government s re- 
fusal to grant passports for Stockholm, has 
helped it to appreciate the danger and 
foolishness of any “ peace talk” with Ger- 
many until Germany has been beaten 
soundly in the field. The great turn-over 
of votes at yesterday's Conference was due 
chiefly to the Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain, which on Monday decided to re- 
verse its decision of August 10th, and to 
throw its 600,000. votes into the scale 
against Stockholm ; but an analysis of yes- 
terday’s figures will show that more than 
one other trade union must have followed 
its example. It is, we think, not merely 
possible, but probable, that the Conference 
would have made a complete volte face yes- 
terday but for its loyalty to Mr. Hender- 
son. The whole situation has been so 
badly muddled that a yote against Stock- 
holm would have been, in effect, a vote of 
censure upon Mr. Henderson, and such a 
vote could hardly have been expected from 
an organisation which is peculiarly .sensi- 
tive in all matters of political and 
economic privilege.

The Spanish Strike. 

Now that the situation in Spain is once 
more officially “normal,” and the rigid 
censorship is relaxed, it is possible to re- 
construct the crisis through which the 
country has passed—this time without 
an upheaval. Jt is now established that 
the objects of the general strike suddenly 
declared last week were revolutionary. The 
movement was directed by secret com- 
mittees of the Republican Socialist 4}]i- 
ance, which, though it failed on this occa- 
sion, proved itself to be possessed of a 
widespread and very effective organisation. 
That, however, was not sufficient for the 
purposes in view. The history of the 
crisis 18 interesting as exposing the weak- 
ness’ of the theory of the general strike, 
held in common by the advanced labour 
parties in all countries, if certain condi- 
tions are not fulfilled. An indispensable 
condition of success is at least the 
benevolent neutrality, if not the active sup- 
port, of the military forces. We must 
bear this fact in mind in estimating the 
possibility of a revolution in Ger- 
many; such an event will Lecome 
practical politics only when we have 
evidence that the loyalty of the Army 
to the Government is undermined. If 
the attitude of the Army is doubtful, of 
course, much may depend upon the degree 
of success which attends the first re- 
volutionary step, and upon the capacity. 
and determination with which the Govern- 
ment meets it. In the case of Spain, the 
revolutionaries had some title to count 
upon the benevolent neutrality of the 
Army; but their plan of action in the 
first critical days was not of such a decisive 
character as to determine the Army's atti- 
tude in their favour. Their policy was 
simply to call a general stoppage of work 
throughout the country and to remain 
quiescent, avoiding all provocation ; their 
hope was that these methods would be 
sufficient to sécure a bloodless revolution 
and bring about the fall of the Govern- 
ti The indefinite.
